Official and detailed Account of the 
TranlaCTions in the Mediterranean.

She provtd to be a Fiench privateer of 
4 guns, which put into Tripoli * few days 
lince for water, and left it this thorning. 
I 
prevailed on the captain, for a confidemion; 
to return to Tripoli, for the purpofe of land­ 
ing 14 very badly wound'd 
Tripolitans, 
which I put on board his vtlT I with a letter 
to the pi intr mi oilier, leaving it at the option 
of the Balhaw, to reciprocate this generous 
mode of conduOiug the war. 
The fending 
the Fe unfortunate men on Blore to be taken 
cire of by their friends, was an aft of human- 
ity on our part, which I hope will make a 
proper impreffTMn on the minds of the Bar- 
banans — but I doubt it. 
All hands were 
bufdy employed altering the rig of the three 
prizes, fro n latteen vrffVIs to (loops, and 
preparing for a fecond attack. 
Obfcrved 
one of the enemy's fchooner* and the hrig 
(two corfairsj in the harbour to be difinxft* 
cd, was informed by the French captain, 
that the damage thefe vrffels received in tile 
adion of the 3d had occaiioned their malls 
being taken out. 
The 7th the French privateer came out, 
and brought me a letter from the French 
Co dal in which he obfervr*. that our attack 
of the 3d inllant had difpofed the Balhiw to 
accept of reafonable terms ; and invited me 
to fend a boat to the rocks with a fl <g of 
truce, which was declined, as the white ffag 
was not hoifted at the Btffhstw’s caille.

7’he fub]ei\ of Peace is hardly fpoken of by 
the London Editors. 
Such an event, to 
them, appears not only very remote, but 
to depend upon a variety of circumftances 
in themfelves vague and precarious.

“ pith and moment*' were daily making. 
It
